“He had a gun (in the room); a 12- 
gauge shotgun. We don’t know if it 
was an accidental firing, or a self-in- 
flicted shotgun wound, or (a result of) 
an argument in which one was shot. 
We just don’t know what happened 
yet,” said Paul Richards, BYU direc- 
tor of Public Communications, after 
the shooting. 


' A male student with Young at 


the time of the death was taken into 
custody by University Police, ques- 
tioned and released. 

“He was released because there 
was no reason to detain him. He is not 
being charged at this point,” said 
BYU spokesman Brent Harker. “All 
of the ballistics and witnesses indicate 
that (Young) died immediately of a 
self-inflicted wound to the head.” 

Young is a member of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
His father in California was notified of 
his death. 

“At about 6:14 p.m. two people 
were involved in an argument, there 
was some shouting, then the gunshot 
was heard. A witness saw a person 
running out of the room. It was not 
clear what the person was saying,” 
said Harker.

Judge has conflict of interest; 
refers Geneva suit to superior

The Utah 4th Judicial District Court judge referred a 
law suit Christopher Cannon filed against his brother 
Joseph Cannon and Geneva Steel to a higher judge. 

According to a statement, judge Boyd L. Park referred 
the case to the presiding judge for reassignment on the 
basis that “the plaintiff (Christopher Cannon) was an em- 
ployed attorney in the law firm of Park and Robinson prior 
to Judge Park’s appointment to the bench.” 

Christopher Cannon and Joseph A. Cannon are the 
founders of Basic Manufacturing and Technologies Inc. 
(BMT), the company that purchased Geneva Works of 
USX Corp. after it had been closed down in 1986. 

Christopher filed a lawsuit on Dec. 2 accusing his 
brother Joseph of using illegal means in removing him as 
chairman of the board of BMT and terminating Geneva 
Development Division of BMT, of which Christopher was 


president. 


The suit said Joseph ignored Christopher’s authority, 
and violated written and oral agreements which gave 
Christopher equal participation with Joseph in the com- 


pany’s decisions. 


“The lawsuit is not how it has been portrayed, it is not a 
brother-against-brother suit. It is a real live lawsuit 
against Geneva itself,” said Jack Bollow, public relations 


director for Geneva Steel. 


Bollow said Geneva Steel will present official response to 


the lawsuit during this week. 
The law suit alleges that “on Nov. 1, 1988, at ameeting

The law suit states that with “encouragement” and

According to the lawsuit, the lenders had the right to 
purchase the stock, but could not exercise that right 
without the approval of Christopher. 

Christopher claims Joseph was also able to take actions 
against him because he had cooperation of the new share- 


One company official, who asked not to be identified, 
said the suit is one brought by a minority shareholder 
against all other shareholders and was supposedly 
caused because of differences of opinion of how the com- 


pany should be run. 


“One of the issues involved with the suit is plant mod- 
ernization. Christopher is opposed to modernizing the 
plant, yet 80 percent the shareholders believe that mod- 


ernization is the way to ensure a positive Geneva future,” 


said the company official. 
Christopher was fired on Nov. 1 by the original board 
of directors, but when the new board was formulated, 


they agreed with his dismissal, according to the company 


official. 


He said Young made some state- 
ments during the day that he “would 
make something big before he left.” 

According to Harker, University 
Police had been counseling Young be- 
cause he had some emotional prob- 
lems. 

Friends of Young also said he had 
been receiving psychological counsel- 
ing. 

An informed source said Young had 
purchased the gun Monday. Accord- 
ing to on-campus housing guidelines, 
firearms and ammunition are not al- 
lowed in dormitory rooms at any time 
and must be checked in and out at the 
reception desk.

John Ryan, 23, a junior broadcast 
major from New Mexico and Young’s 
resident assistant on the third floor, 
said, “Young didn’t talk to a lot of 
people.

Harker said Young had a “long- 
standing tension” with the man who 
was in the room with him. “He 
(Young) had been harassing him 
throughout the semester.” 

This is the first time a shooting 
death has occurred in Deseret Tow- 
ers. According to Harker, in 1984 a 
student shot his wife at the married 
student housing. 

University Police working in coop- 
eration with Provo police questioned 
roommates and students to deter- 
mine the details of the shooting. 


Utah advised to expect 
60 new AIDS 


The Bureau of 
Epidemiology has f 
projected that at 
least 60 to 70 new 
AIDS cases will be 
reported in Utah 
by the end of 1988. 

According to 
the Utah Depart- 


ment of Health Di- 
vision of Commu- 
nity Health | 
Services, if the 
minimum pro- | 
jected level is 
reached, an_ in- 


crease of 14 cases 
(80 percent) over 
the 46 cases re-. 
ported in 1987 will 
have occurred. 

According to 
Craig R. Nichols, . 
the director of the 
Bureau of Epi- 
demiology, the in- 
crease projected 
has been deter- 
mined by the new 
cases occurring now, compared to 
seven yearsago. 

“We have to think backwards,” said 
Nichols. 

He said because of the possible in- 
cubation period of the human im- 
muno-deficiency virus the infected in- 
dividual may go through a long period 
of time before realizing that he has 
AIDS. 

“The virus enters the body through 
the bloodstream where it can multiply 
or lay dormant,” Nichols said. 

Nichols said the time period be- 
tween contracting the AIDS virus 
and displaying signs of the disease can 
be as short as three months but usu- 
ally ranges between five and seven 
years. 

Referring to the beginning of the 
AIDS epidemic, seven years ago, 
Nichols said that at that time there 
was a high percentage of individuals 
being infected with no modes of con- 
trol. 

Now, seven years later, the virus 
has begun to multiply. 

According to the U.S. Public 
Health Service, a projection of a cu- 
mulative total of 365,000 AIDS cases 
is expected to be diagnosed by the end 
of 1992. 

The U.S. Pulie Health Service also 
predicts 263,000 deaths by 1992. 

“We are still increasing the number 
of cases and will be until the 1990s,” 
Nichols said. 

Although Nichols concurred with

Fewer cases than expected have 
been reported and several of those 
cases were not detected until death, 
he said. 

Nicholas said that although the ma- 
jority of the cases irs Utah are re- 
ported, many cases occur that are not 
reported. 

As a result of the underreporting 
and delayed reporting of AIDS cases, 
the AIDS virus is often detected 
through review of death records, 
obituaries, medical examiner files and 
requests for state payment of medical 
claims. 

According to Nichols, those people 
who know of a reportable disease, 
such as AIDS, and fail to report the 
case to the state face criminal and civil 
penalties including fines and jail 
terms. 

“The Communicable Disease Rule 
requires that physicians, hospitals, 
laboratories, clinics, schools and any 
individual that has knowledge of a re- 
portable disease report to the local or 
state department of health,” said 
Nichols. 

Nichols said Congress has recently 
passed an Omnibus AIDS Control 
bill. 

The new AIDS bill greatly in- 
creases the funding to the health de- 
partment and other agencies by dis- 
tributing funds based on population 
and the number of AIDS cases in the 
state.

Critics say president dealt with rebels 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — Political opponents claimed President 
Raul Alfonsin made a deal with rebel soldiers to end the third army mutiny in 
20 months, and demanded Monday that he reveal the terms. 

An investigation began into a street battle between rebel soldiers and 
demonstrators Sunday evening in which three people were killed and 13 
civilians and 12 policemen were injured, provincial police reported. 

Patricio Echegaray, general secretary of the Communist Party, said Mon- 
day: “The people in the streets smell treason in the (government’s) claim to 
have squashed the rebels. 

“I’m sure that, in the near future, as a result of the back-room negotiations 
the government will try to impose an amnesty and bring an end to the trials of 
(officers) who participated in the state terrorism during the last dictatorship.” 

Echegaray’s reference was to the military governments of 1976-83, which 
conducted a so-called “dirty war” against leftists in which thousands of people 
disappeared. 

Sen. Eduardo Menem demanded that Defense Minister Horacio Jaunarena 
tell the Senate exactly how Alfonsin’s government ended the revolt, which 
began before dawn last Thursday. 

“We all have doubts about the conditions by which an accord was reached 
with the military rebels,” Menem said. He is the brother of Carlos Menem, the 
Peronist Party’s presidential candidate in the election scheduled for May 1989. 


Michel re-elected House Republican leader 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Robert H. Michel, re-elected House Republican 
leader Monday, decried the low ethical quality of the House and called on 
Democrats to join in an effort to reform ethics standards and election campaign 
practices and limit outside speaking fees. 

“The record of (ethics) enforcement in this House is a national disgrace,” the 
Illinois Republican said as House members met in separate party caucuses to 
choose leaders for the 101st Congress. 

Speaker Jim Wright, D-Texas, unanimously selected by the 260-member 
Democratic bloc for his second two-year term as the top House officer, dis- 
agreed with Michel’s assessment, but offered to discuss the issues with him. 

“For the most part, members of the House ... are decent, responsible and 
ethical people,” said Wright, whose personal finances and possible divulging of 
government secrets are under investigation by the House ethics committee. 
He has denied any wrongdoing. 


GATT agrees to lower import barriers 


MONTREAL — A group of industrialized nations agreed Monday to lower 
barriers to imports of tropical products such as coffee, cocoa and bananas, but 
wide gaps remained over the most contentious issues in free-trade talks among 
more than 100 nations. 

Negotiators expressed pessimism about the outlook for accords on such 
controversial issues as farm subsidies, trade in services and international 
protection of patents and copyrights. 

Cabinet ministers are meeting here to give a political push to negotiations at 
the midpoint of the four-year Uruguay Round of free-trade talks, the biggest 
and most ambitious of the eight rounds that have been held since formation of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade after World War II. 

The agreement covering $25 billion to $380 billion in annual exports of 
tropical products was reached at about 4 a.m. on Monday. It included an 
important qualifier by the United States, which said its concessions would only 
be effective if there is progress this week on an overall reduction in agricul- 
tural protectionism. 


Steinberg tries to enter insanity plea 


NEW YORK — Joel Steinberg, apparently reeling from damaging testi- 
mony by his former lover about the violence that marked their lives, sought 
Monday to switch his plea to innocent by reason of insanity in the death of the 
6-year-old girl they raised. 

The surprise request was tentatively denied, but the judge said Steinberg’s 
attorneys could resubmit it. The request followed Hedda Nussbaum’s emo- 
tional testimony last week about Lisa Steinberg’s final hours. 

Ms. Nussbaum said Steinberg admitted to her that he had “knocked Lisa 
down” because the child was staring at him. She said Steinberg believed Lisa 
had the power to hypnotize people by staring. 

In seeking to enter a new plea in the case, Steinberg’s lawyer, Ira London, 
said Ms. Nussbaum’s testimony last week convinced psychiatrists that Stein- 
berg was not criminally responsible for the little girl’s death. The psychiatrists 

reviously believed he was penal competent at the time of the girl’s death

Bakker, aides indicted on fraud charges ” 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. — PTL founder Jim Bakker, forced to quit his multi- 
million-dollar television ministry after admitting a sexual encounter with a 
church secretary, was indicted Monday along with three former aides on 
charges of fraud and tax evasion. 

A federal grand jury charged Bakker, 48, and former aide Richard Dortch, 
57, in a 24-count indictment with mail fraud, wire fraud and conspiring to 
defraud the public through the sale of lifetime partnerships in the ministry’s 
Heritage Village theme park in Fort Mill, S.C., south of Charlotte. 

If convicted, they could face up to five years in prison and $250,000 fines on 
each count. 

Bakker’s wife, Tammy, also a target of the grand jury, was not indicted. 

A second, 11-count indictment charged David Taggart and his brother, 
James, with tax evasion and conspiracy to impede the Internal Revenue 
Service in the collection of taxes. David Taggart is former PTL vice president 
and special assistant to Bakker; James is a former interior designer for PTL.

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Uinta Forest roads closed 
because of winter hazards

Because of winter conditions in the 
Uinta National Forest and _ the 
Spanish Fork Ranger District the de- 
velopment (paved) roads in those ar- 
eas have been closed for the year, said 
a supervisor of the Uinta National 
Forest Service. 

“The seasonal closures are neces- 
sary because of the hazardous condi- 
tion of the roads during the winter,” 
said Tom Tidwell, District Ranger. 

According to Loyal Clark, public 
relations director for the Forest Ser- 
vice, the roads will be closed until 
next spring and will reopen anywhere 
from April to June depending on 
when the snow melts. 

“We are concerned for the safety of 
those people snowmobiling, cross- 
country skiing and enjoying other 
winter activities. We are reducing the 
hazards they may encounter by elimi- 
nating traffic on these roads,” said 
Tidwell. — 

Every year there are several acci- 
dents in these areas, said Clark. 
Many people enter the area unpre- 
pared for possible problems. 

“The Forest Service has a brochure 


on safety for anyone who is planning 
on entering the forest during the win- 
ter. There is information on safety 
about hiking, tubing, cross-country 
skiing or snowmobiling,” said Clark. 

Also available from any Forest Ser- 
vice office are travel:maps which de- 
scribe area and road use opportuni- 
ties. 

Snowmobilers who don’t follow the 
marked trails will be cited for driving 
off-road, said Clark. “The first of- 
fense is a $50 fine, the second offense 
is a mandatory appearance in front of 
the magistrate.” 

According to Tidwell, the closures 
are also established to protect soils 
and vegetation which become fragile 
and susceptible to damage during this 
time. 

Clark said, “Even though the roads 
are paved many people will drive off 
the road killing newly planted trees or 
fragile vegetation in an attempt to 
avoid snow drifts which build up on 
the roads. Also, people will slide off 
the slick roads in the winter causing 
damage.” 

According to Clark, the Forest Ser- 
vice has no Search and Rescue team of 
their own, but in need can rely on the 
Sheriffs rescue team.

Sleep may affect bliss

New research conducted at BYU 
may give spouse seekers one more 
characteristic to add to their “future 
mate” evaluation list. 

According toa BYU professor, cou- 
ples may need to pay more attention 
to how well-matched their sleep/wake 
patterns are before marriage. 

Jeff Larson, a counselor and profes- 
sor at the Counseling and Develop- 
ment Center at BYU, said, “Sleep/ 
wake rhythms may be another factor 
to consider when choosing a mate.” 

Larson, Russ Crane and Craig 
Smith conducted research by survey- 
ing 150 couples from three states. 

The study determined that mis- 
matched couples, a situation where 
one person considers himself or her- 
self as a morning person and the other 
considers himself or herself as a night 
person, reported lower overall mari- 
tal satisfaction and adjustment and a 
greater number of weekly argu- 
ments. 

Larson said, “Couples also re- 
ported significantly fewer minutes 
spent in serious conversation per day, 
fewer minutes spent in shared activi- 
ties each week and less frequent sex- 
ual intercourse.” 

According to Larson, “The night - 
person typically has difficulty get- 
ting-up early in the morning, and his 
or her energy peaks later in the day or 
early night. The night person has less 
difficulty staying-up later at night; he 
or she prefers quiet activities or social 
events that occur in the evenings.” 

On the other hand, Larson said, 
“The morning person typically has 
difficulty staying-up late at night and 
his or her energy peaks earlier in the 
day, usually before noon. 

“The morning person has less diffi- 
culty getting-up in the morning; he or 
she prefers outdoor or physical activi- 
ties.” 

The study showed that approxi- 
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mately 55 percent. of the couples sur- 
“veyed were mismatched: 

é iy “watried, mis- 
matched couples _ reported © better 
problem-solving’ skills- than. happily 
married matched couples, said Lar- 
son. 

The results from’ the study found 
there was no difference in the amount 
of extra-familial social activities when 
comparing matched and mismatched 
couples. 

According to Larson, married cou- 
ples who are mismatched in their 
sleep/wake patterns: ean find ways to 
compensate. 

“In some cases, the morning person 
can take an afternoon. nap so as to 
have energy left when the night 
spouse is ready to be active. Some 
couples take turns staying-up late or 
going to bed early. ‘as a compromise. 
With good commtinication:skills and a 
“willingness to compromise, most cou- 
ples can learn to: wijust to their differ- 
ent rhythms,” said Larson. 

This recent study was conducted as 
a follow-up study which was con- 
ducted 10 years earlier by Burt 
Adams and Ron Cromwell i in the Mid- 
west. 

Larson said, the origifial study was 
an informal disetission with 25 gradu- 
ate students whe discussed whether 
they considered themselves to be 
morning or nightt peopl le.

The power plant, located 130 miles 
south of Provo near the old Cove 
Fort, began operations in October 
1985, said Steve Christensen, plant 
manager. Christensen said the plant 
generates electricity from steam 
formed under ground and forced up 
through cracks and fissures in the 
earth. 

“They dig a well and tap into these 
fissures,” he said. “The steam is then

plant where it turns large turbines to 
produce power.” 

Christensen said that the power 
plant uses two types of turbines. One 
is a steam turbine which turns 7,200 
rotations per minute from the direct 
force of the steam, producing 1.8 
megawatts of electrical power. 

The second turbine system is a bi- 
nary system which uses steam to heat 
an internal liquid in the system. The 
heat of the steam causes the liquid to 
circulate through the system turning 
the binary turbine 3,620 RPM which 
produces 1,800 kilowatts of power. 

Christensen said that the steam 
comes directly out of the ground to 
the rotating steam turbine, then

continues over to the binary turbine. 

“After we use the steam it con- 
denses back to water,” he said. “Then 
we pump it back into the ground. I 
don’t think it goes directly to where 
we pumped it from, but in theory it is 
recycled.” Christensen said that the 
steam turbine was originally built in 
the 1940s to be placed on an American 
warship, but was never used. 

“They built things better back 
then,” he said. This turbine’s bear- 
ings and such were designed to with- 
stand the motion of a ship, and in here 
(the plant) it just sits.”
